Liſe Abroad. 

The followiog extracts are from the corres- 
pondence of a lady friend at present residing in 
Europe. Though not written for publication, 
they are fresh and racy pictures of life abroad. 

Larour, , Switzer! 

As I write, I can lift my eyes and command 
the whole superb view of the Lake, (Geneva,) 
sweeping from where the mountains of the Sa- 
voy join the Jura ap around the grand gorge 
of the Rhone, where shine the snowy peaks of 
some of the St. Bernard mountains. The bea- 
tifal moon is swaying to and fro in the high 
heavens, pouring a perft ct torrent of silver 
light on the serene waters of this charming 
lake. No words can describe the beauty. 
Paradise of mountains and lake and woods! 

But now for my living. I rise when T please, 
for whenever I wish, my breakfast is sent to 
me, in my little “ salon,” as they call my study, 
a breakfast of nice tea, rolls, fresh butter and 
a small pitcher of thick cream. I stady hard 
all the morning till 12 o'clock, and then dress 
for dinner, which meal I take with the famiiy. 
Our dinner is always very nice, Once in a 
while some very nicely prepared cabbage, and 
two or three times a week, the most deliciously 
prepared cauliflower I ever saw, dressed with 
a luscious sauce made of whipped eggs and 
rich cream, and their very fine batter. This 
butter is made daily, and brought with the 
cream and milk to the family every morning, 
no salt in it, the salt-stand always sits beside 
the butter plate. A dessert of fine large straw- 
berries, immense cherries and the finest rasp- 
berries I ever ate. Very fine coffee winds up 
the excellent dinner. All this is served quiet 
ly, no eeremony, but slowly—one thing is eaten 
atatime. It seemed so odd to me at first to 
eat my potatoes alone, and my peas alone. 
Some sort of meat or poultry always accompa- 
nies the salad, and never a dipner without 
salad. Of course divner lasts very long, an 
hour, and sometimes an bour and a half. 


After dinner I look over my French and 
Italian. Butoh! French as spoken here, in 
France and Switzerland, is a totally different 
sounding language from the French we have at 
home. The inflections of the voice are so va 
ryiog, the accent 80 delicate, the swiftness of 
the utterance so difficult to catch. Genevese 
and Vevey French, among the cultivated peo- 
ple especially, is highly valued. It is no longer 
the detestable talk that I have always heard. 
To hear an educated person talk French here 
is like listening to a fine recitation—so musical 
and soft—the nasal sounds are softened, and 
the voice flows up and down the scale sounds of 
the minutest divisions, Once in a while I feel 
discouraged, it is so bard to understand them; 
and then my admiration for their beautiful 
tones aud expressions raises my ambition, and 
I go at it with redoubled zeal, I study on the 
average, five hours a day, the rest of the time 
I talk, read and walk. 

What will you say when I tell you I never 
walk lees than four miles, and sometimes nine 
or ten, daily! Yesterday I walked over nine. 
The air is 80 clear and pure here, and the 
walks are charming. I yesterday visited the 
Hautville estate. It is superb It has five 
farms and an old Helvetian Chateau, that 
looks like a feudal castle. It is an ugly old 
bulding, but grand and aristocratic looking. 
It is built around three sides of a huge court, 
and has seven large entrances, from these sides, 
each with double ohen doors. But the park 


through the grounds and farms. In one farm 
is the Cascade Hautville, visited by those trav- 
elers who are familiar with the lovely places of 
resort here, (for the common run of travelers 
stop here a day, take a boat to Chillon and a 
carriage to Glion, ascend Rhigi, Vaudois and 
St. Martin's hill, then rush off and fancy they 
have seen all.) But I cannot tell you of all 
the beautiful places I have seen these two 
weeks. Every day gives new pleasure. To 
Vevey succeeds Latour, where I live, then 
three miles off is Clarens, (Rousseau and By 
ron's Clarens.) A mile and a half further are 
Verney and Montreux, then a mile off comes 
Veyteaux, then a little farther (hillon, then 
Villeneuve. These encircle this end of this 
beautiful crescent-shaped lake. 

To complete my detail, I must tell you my 
expenses: I have three rooms, two meals in 
my rooms, an excellent dinner, and Ernesti 
(my servant,) boarded likewise, all for eleven 
dollars a week. I generally walk from five or 
six, P. M,, until nine or ten. The twilights 
are very long, and the roads very safe. Cot- 
tages, and chalets and chateaus meet the eye 
everywhere, ‘The English of moderate means, 
live here the year round. Russian nobility 
and Florentine merchants, have country houses 
here. The excellent opportunities for educa- 
tion here also bring families to live. The 
healthiness of the place also is an attraction.

red Music. 


We hail mat peculiar satisfaction every- 
thing that indicates improvement in sacred 
music. We speak now of the Harmonic Soci- 
ety of San Francisco. We have long felt the 
need of some such society, whose tone of char- 
acter should not only interest and instruct, but 
which will assist to raise the standard of church 
music to its proper sphere, and so act on the 
public mind that we may have a thorough re- 
formation in the whole department. Those 
who have a taste for the sublime and beautiful 
music of the most eminent authors, will find it 
to their pleasure and profit to spend an evening 
at their rehearsals. 

It may well be said of the singing in many 
churches of this city, as it is said of sinners, 
“except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 

There is, perbaps, nothing that occupies 80 
important a place in our social and religious 
life as music, the true merits of which are but 
little understood. Much has been said and 
written upon the subject, but little impression 
has been made on the publie mind. The ques- 
tion is often asked, How shall we obtain good 
singing in church? The loafer folds his hands 
and asks, How shall 1 get rich? The answer 
is the same to the one as the other. We most 
interest ourselves in the subject if we wish to 
succeed. Let the ministers take up the sub- 
ject and give some practical suggestions. Let 
the churches improve on what they may have 
obtained from their ministers, and the interest 
will spread amongst the masses until they will 
come to their help, and establish schools with 
a direct reference to sacred music. Then em- 
ploy teachers who understand their business, 
who have a soul for music as well as a voice, 
and who will proceed systematically and scien- 
tifically, defining the principles of music. 

It is not enough to tell the papil that good 
singing depends on rhythms, melodies, and dy- 
namics. It is true that all we can learn comes 
under these three heads, yet we often hear sing” 
ing that may be said to be correct, according 
to the doctrine and the laws of music. Still 
it is so entire'y devoid of expression that it is 
paiofal to listen to it. The feelings must be 
brought into action—not imitation of feeling, 
but feeling itself—and if the emotion be genu- 
ine, it will lend a tone of pathos to the voice 
peculiar to itself, far beyond imitation, and the 
thrill with which the heart will be filled, wil; 
not subside as the tone dies away. Thus in 
many instances we see new tastes formed, new 
visions of the meaning and tendencies to music 
opened, which cannot fail to modify the feelings 
of thousands of bearts, and call forth new aspi- 
rations for this most beautifal art. 
~ Believing that it would be aspicious to the 
bett interests of the community, we would urge 
it on the charches to apply their best energies 
to establish schools in every religious society 
that their sons and their daughters may find 
recreation aod amusement without entering 
those sinks of iniquity commonly called fash, 
ionable circles, theatres, oto., and where they

Captain Herndon. 


The N. T. Evangelist contains the fol-

Men of Business. 
THEIR HOME RESPONSIBILITIES, 

It is not long since the sweet voice of 
the Swedish choralist sent home, with 
thrilling power, to many hearts, Home, 
Sweet Home.” Though heard often, when 
did that song seem half so sweet as then? 
and when did the heart so swell with joy- 
ous emotions and with love of home. 

Ww Anglo-Saxons speak of the true 
idea of home as peculiarly our own. Whe- 
ther this be true or not, we cannot well 
exalt too highly the value of home, nor 
watch too tenderly over its character and 
interest. 


Home—it is a little world; it has its 
own interests, its own laws, its own diffi- 
culites and sorrows, and its own blessings 
and joys. It is the sanctuary of the heart, 
where the affections are cherished in the 
tenderest relations; where heart is joined 
to heart, and love triumphs over all selfish 
calculations. It is the training school of 
the tender plants which in after years are 
to yield flowers and fruits to parental care. 
It is the fountain whence come the streams 
which beautify and enliven social life. 

If any man should have a home, it is 
the man of business. He is the true work- 
ing man of the community. The mechan- 
ie has his fixed hours; when they have run 
their course, he may, ere the day closes, 
dismiss all anxiety as his labor ends, and 
seek the home circle. Comparatively lit- 
tle has been the tax on his mind, and not 
much more on his physical system, as he 
learns to take all easy. But the man of 
business is under a constant pressure. His 
is not a ten hour system, with an interval 
of rest; but he is driven onward and on- 
ward, early and late, without the calcula- 
tion of hours. He must be employed. In 
the earnestness of competition, in the com- 
plexity of modern modes of business, in 
the solicitous dependence on the fidelity 
and integrity of others, he has no leisure 
moments during the day. With a mind 
incessantly under exciting engagements, 
and a body without its appropriate nutri- 
ment, he may well pant for home, and 
hail the moment when he may escape from 
his toils to seek its quiet, and its affection 
and confidence. 

But that home should not be a hotel} 
home —The arrangement which carries so 
many families to rooms in a hotel, must be 
sadly deficient in meeting the wants of the 
toil-worn. Its forms and ceremonial cold- 
ness, its gaudy dress requirements and its 
heartlessness, its tendency to social dissi- 
pation, its whole artificial character, with 
ts deteriorating influences on the children 
und youth of a family, make it anything 
but a home. Many regard it asa refuge 
from the trouble of “help” management, 
but, while this may be doubted, dearly do 
they pay for the want of a little courage 
and decision, in being deprived of many 
nameless comforts which an old-fashioned 
home furnishes. 

The man of business should have a} 
home, not a mere dormitory. Alas! what 
an abuse it is to call the mere lodging 
place which a man reaches after dark, and 
which he leaves after a breakfast taken by | 
candle-light, a home. Mr. X. L M. has 
a superb property, eight miles from town, 
on the main thoroughfare out of the city ; 
every passer-by admires it But what is 
it to him, as he scarcely sees it by daylight, | 
except on Sunday ? To what does all bis 
outlay in gardens, statuary, and beautiful 
flowers, and picturesque rivulets amount 
in his case? It is his own it is true; this 
gives him a feeling of independence ; but 
what delight does he drink in, and what 
participation has he with his family in that 
which should be a common source of enjoy- 
ment? To them there is little of real eu- 
joyment, as the feeling of loneliness mars 
all, while he is very much as the man who} 
puts up for the night at the house Hu, 
site, called The Traveler's Home.” They 
both tarry for a night. 

It isa very grave question, whether a 
man in all this is doing himself justice, ei- 
meeting, or is in a condition to meet the 
claims which the members of his family 
have on him ; and especially, whether he
